that in many parts of Rome an abundance 
of good water could be found, which was 
leakage from the conduits. 
It is instructive 


to us, modern boasters, to note the inorough^ 
measures taken by this Roman ofiioial lo 
bring about a change. 
Rejecting the policy 


of "masterly inactivity" so often* employed 
now-a-days by "commissions" of investiga- 
tion, especially if (here be an opportunity of 
playing inip the hands of a "U. G. I." or 
some similar corporation, instead of wailing 
about the "worn out plant," and the ne- 
cessity of getting large appropriations for 
renewal, our Commissioner went vigorously 
•to WOTS to find the leaks, check the waste, 
repair the decaying aqueduots, cut off unau- 
thorized and stolen connections, procure the 
enactment of more stringent rules to pre- 
vent wasteful and unauthorized use of water, 
and to diligently, but kindly, enforce theuv 
He seems to have been suspicious of pro- 
moters, "because those who urge the con- 
struction of works cannot always be trusted," 
and were he alive today he would most 
probably be of the same opinion. It seems 
<is though he might have made an excellent 
Superintendent of Public Works. 
Suoh as 


he are not met with, in this latitude at least, 
every day. 
His remarks concerning tho 


who were disposed to refuse compliance wit 
the new rules are worth listening to. Aft 
speaking of his success in remedying ma 
lers, after two years faithful labor, he says
